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SKETCHES OF SOCIETY IN PARIS, 
BY THE COUNTESS DE BRUNETIERE TALLIEN. 


III, 

After having lamented the loss of salons that 
revolution and death had closed for ever,—after 
having bitterly mourned the falling and profana- 
tions of that temple dedicated to the ancient French 

oddess Conversation,—we must revive our spirits 
in sketching what actually remains. 

T hope that, the name of Madame la Comtesse 
Merlin being already so celebrated, I shall be for- 
given in proclaiming her as one of those ladies who 
most honour art and good company. The Countess 
Merlin is ranged amidst the very few persons who 
can bear publicity; and she herself exemplified 
this truth in publishing a few years ago her own 
life. So, without the fear of offending her, we feel 
authorized to enter into details respecting the salon 
in which she employs her talents, and her skill in 
assembling and encouraging artists of all countries, 
to whom her assemblies are a sort of paradis, 

There, with angelic voices, young ladies sing the 

salms of Marcello, the choruses of ‘ The Creation,”’ 

y Haydn, or those of the “ Moise,” with that 
purity which gives such an attraction to sacred 
music, In listening to those melodious strains 
the most thoughtless mind becomes accessible to 
a religious feeling. i 

It is impossible not to recognise the influence of 
the salon of Madame la Comtesse Merlin on social 
music at Paris, She, the first, proved that the 
accomplishments of a lady may be united to the 
talents of a superior singer, for every one is aware 
that if Madame Merlin had been an artist she would 
have reached the greatest triumph. Her strong, 
brilliant, and dramatic organ, together with the 
natural gifts bestowed on her, would have caused 
her to be the idol of the public; but she preferred 
to be queen of the virtuosi, It is eas y, however, 
to judge of the talent of Madame Merlin in recol- 
lecting the applause she gathered at the “ Vaux- 
hall” ou the day of the concert given by her for the 
benefit of the Greeks This noble act was most 
honourable to the talent, good sense, and generosity 
of Madame Merlin. 

That charming meeting of so many well-bred 
and pretty ladies, and of delicious voices, accom- 
panied by the first composers, will be ever re- 
membered. One might hear in the chorus the 
daughter of the Duchess de D * **, the Countess 
de L** *, and of many other aristocrats whom 
the spell of a good action had brought forward on 
that public stage. However unusual it may be to 
see ladies of rank thus exhibiting their talents to 
a paying public, and whatever disapproval attends 
acts so removed from the home-modesty which 
adorns a lady, I must add that, besides the feeling 
of yielding assistance to the wretched, there is a 
great inducement with reference to the education 
of young ladies, Almost all mothers wish for their 
daughters to sing, not only the quiet, genuine ro- 
mances which caused the delight of a family in 
past times, but the finest themes of a Malibran ‘and 
a Grisi, Is it for the mere purpose of enlivening 
the old days of old relations, or of charming the 
gentleman she is to marry, that an affectionate 
mother begs her daughter to work up the diffi- 
culties of that superior kind of singing? No; she 
wishes for all Paris to know that her daughter has 
a beautiful voice, and she provides for every op- 
portunity of applause. Fair readers of miné will 
acknowledge this fact to be true, and in conse- 
quence I will conclude by stating that applause 
once received becomes a want, that in many cir- 
cumstances no social considerations will restrain, 

Amongst all the changes that have occurred in 
France, I must say that there are none equal to 
the revolution completed in music, and in the 
manner of enjoying it, 

One of the most ancient French customs, most 
certainly, was that of young ladies charming by 
their songs the visitors of a palace, a citizen. 
dwelling, or even of a cottage. Never was any 
custom more generally extended, From the 
washerwoman’s daughter who received invitations 
for eating teacakes provided she sang a “noél,”” 
to the noble heiress who left her convent to sing 
at her grandmother's soirée the cadenced romance 
of Rameau or of Lully, every salon, large or 
small, with gilt arm-chair, or straw seats, had its 
virtuoso, Oldor young, she was entitled to attend 
all formal dinners of the families; and, as she 
knew what was expected from her, she never 
allowed herself to be ‘requested.’’ When the 
last dish of the dessert appeared, the first effort of 
the virtuoso began. 

These family-table concerts generally ended by 
very gay songs that the pretty virtuoso never 
heard ; for it was then the custom in France for 
young ladies to withdraw from table as soon as the 
Guests began amusing themselves, 

When the harpsichord made its appearance, and 
& little later the pianoforte, no woman would sing 
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without being supported by one of these in- 
struments. At that period the dramatic air 
replaced the ariette, the romance the song, and the 
olden singer was annihilated, 
The musical art gained a great deal in that 
revolution, Masters came from Italy to teach the 
virtuoisi how to rate their voices ; every singer at 
once adopted the Italian or German method; and 
this brought a kind of civil war into France, whereas 
all till then, to the progress of « harmony,’’ were 
so indifferent, So satisfied and so proud of the 
simple airs of the old ballads, and of the cadenced 
menuets, they seemed always most enjoyed when 
the words were gay, witty, or malicious, without 
reference to the musical notes that accompanied 
them, France engaged at once in the. fier 
opposition existing between Italian melody and 
German harmony: it was like a religious strife ; 
families quarrelled, husbands and wives separated, 
scape were entirely given up in these dis- 
orders, The mildest tempers, the most enlightened 
minds, were not exempted from that folly; and my 
mother, Madame Tallien, Princess de Chima . 
could not remember without a hearty laugh all she 
suffered in her youth from these musical enmities, 
At that period of dissension two leaders were 
celebrated — L’Imperani, 
master; and Rich 


the talented Italian 
er, the celebrated master of 
native singing, who gave lessons to the Queen, and 
directed her concerts with Pacini, 

These evenings had become the only distractions 
to the grief and terror that always overwhelmed 
the mind of the unhappy Marie Antoinette; and 
even that very innocent pleasure was not without 
the most fearful preoccupation, Scarcely ever did 
she allow the duet of ** Armide”’ (Gluck’s master- 
piece) to be enacted: she would not have been 
daring enough to admire the 
German, That poor Princess, had she protected 
a talented countryman, would have been instantl 
found ea pane of treason! She was obliged to 
compose her expression and to hide her tears in 
listening to the “ Adieux d’Iphigénie,” for fear of 
being suspected of partiality for her own country— 
of being called “l’Autrichienne, 1’Etrangére !” 
And each of us know well where these fatal words 
were to lead her!

But, com; 
»voming at once to the case itself, we must 
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say it is one which emphatically proves the utter 
injustice of capital punishments for murder, No- 
thing, indeed, can be more narrow than the legal 
definition of this crime—the premeditated taking 
of life. Doubtless, it is correct enough, as far as 
it goes; but are there not degrees of criminality 
in this offence as well as in others? Is the mur- 
derer who slays to get possession of his victim’s 
money only as guilty as the man who, taking an 
excess of law into ,his own hands, condemns to 
death the moral culprit whose acts have already 
condemned him to infamy? It would be easy to 
multiply instances of the vast differences in the 
degrees of murder. But let us come to the con- 
clusion which they render inevitable :—if the ava- 
ricious or merely brutal murderer is justly and 
adequately punished by death, the visitation of 
that penalty on such an offender as Annette 
Meyers would be unjust and indefensible, 

It may be pardonable to break a worthy maxim, 
and to criticise the claims of the dead to our 
respect, when the existence of the living is at 
stake, Is there from one end of the country 
to the other an individual not as base as him- 
self who is prepared to lament the fate of 
Ducker, viewed as a question of justice, and 
putting mercy aside? The memorial adopted by 
Wednesday’s mecting calls attention to ‘ the 
atrocity of the conduct of the deceased” towards 
Meyers; ‘‘the coor viniany of which she became 
the victim; the HEARTLESS COLDNESSs with which she 
was thrown off after the deceased had ruined her ;’’ 
and we must own that, if stronger terms could 
have been found, they would have been perfectly 
applicable, Is it possible that an enlightened law 
can send this woman to the scaffold? ‘If,”’ said 
Dr. Mortimer, ‘instead of herself, a brother had 
called the base seducer into the field, and there 
made him expiate the mortal wrong he had done, 
no jury could have pronounced the doom of the 
offender.’ And Dr. Mortimer might have added 
that, when a few months ago a jury had found a 
lieutenant in the army guilty of murder for 
shooting a brother-officer in a duel, to which he 
had challenged him for a mere verbal insult, the 
presiding judge, while recording the conviction 
and sentence, assured the prisoner that it would 
never be carried into effect; while the present 
Home Secretary made it his instant business to 
commute the sentence to a year’s imprisonment. 

Now, let us say briefly, that the moral crime of 
which the deceased was guilty, and in which it is 
to be feared he was not without associates, is 
so disgraceful and so damning to the character of 
our soldiers, that, if the punishment of death is 
ever justifiable, the man who is guilty of that 
crime should be placed upon his knees in the 
barrack-yard and shot.* It is a crime worse 
than desertion even in time of war. ‘The deserter 
rids his regiment of a coward, but the soldier who 
degrades his cloth by practices so vile as those 
alleged and proved against Ducker must demoralize 
his associates and poison with debasement that 
chivalrous spirit in which, more than in its numbers, 
consists the efficacy of our army.

SPAIN.—At Madrid, on the 28th ult., General Nar- 
vaez presented a project of law to Congress, demanding 
that he should be authorized to adopt whatever mea- 
sures of public safety might be required by circum- 
stances, and, if necessary, to suspend the whole of the 
constitutional guarantees. He, moreover, demanded 
thata sum of £2,000,000 be placed at the disposal of 
the Government to defray any cp aontitectl expenses. 
An army of 30,000 men would be marched to the 
French frontier. The Queen is greatly affected at the 
position of her sister ; she has postponed a grand ball 
that she was to have given, The Duke de Ahumeda 
has left Madrid for France, in order to ask the Duchess 
de Montpensier to return to Spain, or, at least, take 
her commands, The duke, who is the bearer of a 
pressing letter from the Queen to her sister, has two 
aides-de-camp with him, and is instructed, should he 
not find the duchess at Bayonne, to go to her wherever 
she may be known to be. 

BexGrumu,—During the seventeen years which have 
elapsed Belgium has been increasing in wealth and 
importance ; large manufactories have been erected in 
her towns, many of them belonging to Englishmen ; 
she is intersected with railroads; her taxation has 
been much diminished ; her progress in constitutional 
freedom is great; in all but in name she is a republic, 
but she is also a ‘nation; she has a separate exist- 
ence, and now, for the first time, her national spirit has 
been tested, hitherto with the best result, Cut bono? 
What change does she desire? Of what grievance 
does she complain? The discontented have literally 
no flag, no rallying point; there isa total absence of 
all political excitement, and the emissaries, says the 
Times, have signally failed in their mission. 

GrERMANY.—DISTURBANCES AT COLOGNE,—An eXx- 
traordinary supplement of the Cologne Gazette, of the 
4th instant, brings the intelligence that whilst the 
town council were assembled on the previous night, in 
the Hotel de Ville, a riotous crowd gathered in front 
of that edifice and loudly demanded that the members 
of that body should, in the name of the people, demand 
certain “rights.” The troops were sent for, and they 
soon arrived in imposing numbers, The crowd was 
dispersed and the ringleader arrested. The “ demands 
of the people” (Vorderungen des von were printed 
on circulars, which were very plentifully distributed 
amongst the assemblage. There has been much ru- 
mour respecting certain of the powers of Germany, 
which subsequent events have proved to be shale 
untrue. His Royal Highness the Hereditary Grand 
Duke arrived at Darmstadt on Saturday afternoon last, 
at five o’clock. An immense crowd assembled on 
the landing-place to welcome him. He was accom- 
panied amidst the vivats of the people to the palace, 
and thence to the chiteau. The Grand Duke of 
Nassau, whose return was expected with im- 
patience, arrived at Wiesbaden on Saturday, at four 
o’clock. Immediately on his arrival he repaired on 
foot to the chdteau, and, ascending the balcony, he 
addressed the immense crowd of the inhabitants who 
were assembled in the Grande Place so frankly, that 
he was received with immense applause. 

At Hamburg the events in Paris have caused an 
almost unprecedented excitement. A petition has been 
presented to the Senate praying for immediate reforms. 
To this the Senate replied that immediate steps would 
be taken to comply with their desire, and that a depu- 
tation must be appointed in regard to the proposed 
reforms. 

Advices from Switzerland inform us that the retro- 
grade or Prussian party in the canton of Neufchitel 
have fallen before a popular manifestation. 

Russia has concentrated considerable forces on the 
frontier of Austria, and intends to assemble an army 
of 60,000 men. 

IraLy.—Letters from Italy give accounts of revolu- 
tionary scenes on all sides. Blood has flowed at Ber- 
gamo, and disturbances have taken place at Cremona, 
‘At the theatres the Austrian officers were thrown 
from the boxes into the pit. It is evident that the 
morale of the soldier will not long hold out a ainst 
such continual excitement. The students of Pavia, 
however, had issued a manifesto in favour of Italian 
independence.

THE PLEASURES OF NATURAL HISTORY. 
“Why,” exclaimed a noble lord, while admiring 
through the microscope Mr, Goadby’s beautiful 
yrekenencte of marine zoophytes, “ why did I not 
now what a fund of delight these objects, brought 
up by the trawl, when I had a yacht, would have 
afforded me, but which were swept from the deck 
as rubbish!’ And how often, in like manner, 
would not our naval officers, as they listlessly pace 
the deck in a calm, and our Indian officers, as they 
wearily count the hours when confined to the 
house all day by the heat, lament the ignorance of 
natural history in which their defective education 
has left them, if they were aware by what endless 
subjects of admiration and resources against ennui 
they are surrounded, did they know how to avail 
themselves of them! At sea, for instance, a single 
haul with a dredging-apparatus would provide 
active employment for the leisure hours of a week 
in securing, observing, investigating, and drawing 
the marvels of the great deep ; and the same happy 
result would follow in India or our colonial posses- 
sions from a short botanical, geological, or zoolo- 
gical excursion in the neighbourhood by the officers 
stationed in any country district. How far greater, 
too, would be the interest of a sportsman every-~ 
where if, instead of killing birds merely for eating, 
he had in view the acquisition and extension of 
ornithological knowledge, so that at every time of 
the year he might pursue his sport, and derive 
greater pleasure from shooting Fy single rare bird, 
however small, to add to his collection, or those of 
his friends, in summer, than a score of partridges or 
pheasants in autumn and winter! And to look 
particularly at our own science, what a treasure 
must the insects collected by the celebrated ento- 
mologist and French general, the Baron Dejean, in 
his Spanish campaigns, have been to him, at

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CATASTROPHE AT THE PONT LOUIS PHILIPPE, 
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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
THE REVOLUTION IN PARIS. 


THE FUNERAL OF THE FALLEN, 
(From the London Telegraph.) 

Paris, Saturday Night.—-The interment of the 
persons killed during the last week in the conflicts for 
the revolution took place this day. The ceremony, 
although somewhat theatrical in its general aspect, 
was, to a certain extent, imposing, owing to the masses 
of the populution, troops, National Guards, and civic 
functionaries collected on the occasion. At an early 
hour the streets were crowded with the curious and 
with those citizens who had to take part in the pro- 
cession. The services of the church for the dead were 
celebtated at the Madeleine at noon, but it was three 
o’clock before the cortége began to reach the Place de 
la Bastile. On arriving at the Madeleine, the civil 
and military authorities were admitted to reserved 
places. The interior was lined with black, lighted up 
with large funeral tripods ; &@ vast sarcopha us, in the 
Egyptian style, contained coffins of some of the victims, 
This catafalque was reached by eight steps. The 
priests were numerous for the mass for the dead, but 
there was no remarkable musical display in the in- 
terior, With a view, probably, to fix the attention of 
the populace outside the church, a large chorus from 
the theatres, conducted by M, Girard, chef d’orchestre 
of. the Thédtre de la Nation, the ci-devant Académie 
Royale, was assembled under the fagade. The musical 
programme comprised a march by Cherubini, with fall 
orchestra; the finale of the second act of “ Guillaume 
Tell,” of Rossini, in which takes place the convocation 
of the cantons, and terminating with the exclamation, 
“‘ Aux armes!”’ the celebrated prayer from Rossini’s 
‘“ Moise; and the magnificent chorus of ‘The 
heavens are telling,” from Hadyn’s “Creation.” The 
Choral Societies, the Orpheanistes, and Les Enfans 
de Paris, sang ‘‘The Marseillaise”’ in fine style, the 
people joining in the “réfrain” heartily. ‘The church 
was put into mourning ; at the exterior and under the 
fagade was the ttieedip tion, in white letters on the 
black cloth, ‘Aux Citoyens Morts pour la liberté.” 
The hearse, six in number, for the bodies of the 
slain, were decorated with tri-coloured flags, At 
hall pear “qe the service being over, the writer of 


the above quitted the ceremonial to go to the July 
Column, During the time he remained he heard not 
a single cry of any kind. He was assured by a friend 
that an exclamation of ‘* Mort aux Anglais !’’ had es- 
caped from a man with a blouse, but it found no echo, 
at all events, from a very listless multitude.

The general state of the country is declared in every 
leading article to be perfectly satisfactory, and yet 
there is not an individual to be conversed with who is 
not overwhelmed with anxiety and doubt. There is 
not the slightest sympathy for the fallen monarchy, 
and yet not a particle of genuine affection for the 
republic, amongst the classes who have anything to 
lose. May the speedy convocation of the General 
Assembly prevent another catastrophe !

Riots av MANCHESTER.— We. regret to say 
that serious disturbances commenced on Wednesday in 
Manchester, and would seem to have some connection 
with the Anti-Poor-law agitation of past times. A 
mob of several hundred men and women assembled in 
front of the workhouse in Sib-street, and, after much 
yelling, demanded that all the inmates should be dis- 
charged, or, as they termed it, liberated. Of course 
this demand was not complied with, and, a strong 
body of police being immediately on the spot, per- 
suasion was resorted to for the removal of the crowd; 
and eventually, by physical demonstration, the rioters 
were compelled to retire and disperse.—From the 
third edition of the London Telegraph (expressed by 
the electric telegraph), Thursday, March 9, 3h. 30m. 
p.m. :—‘ The disturbance continues unabated ; and 
the mob, driven from the district where they had held 
their meeting and commenced their outrages, have 
visited other parts of the city. They have, however, 
been promptly met by the police, and no very serious 
mischief has yet resulted, At Messrs. Birley’s mill 
the mob met with the most resolute opposition, both 
from the police and operatives employed in that ex- 
tensive factory, and were compelled to retire. A sharp 
skirmish has just taken place in Blackfrairs-street, 
near the Exchange, between the rioters.and a strong 
party of police, headed by Captain Willis, in which 
the latter did not exhibit much moderation, The 
mob, however, were for the time effectually routed. 
All the shops are temporarily closed.” 


Riors at Epinpurcu.—On Tuesday night 
a riot took place at Edinburgh, which, but for the 
prompt and energetic measures adopted by the 
authorities, might perhaps have been as serious in its 
consequences as that which occurred at Glasgow on 
the previous day. It is difficult to trace its origin or 
its cause; but all accounts conspire in ascribing it to 
some ill-disposed boys bent on mischief alone. Shouting 
and halloing, a formidable crowd soon collected, pro- 
ceeded down the Mound, where they demolished a 
mason’s shed, and armed themselves with the pieces 
of wood obtained from it. With these they smashed 
all the lamps they passed, as well as some of the 
panes of glass in the windows of the Royal Institution. 
About half-past ten o’clock the corps of Local Pen- 
sioners were called out, and the Riot Act read by 
Sheriff Gordon. Soon afterwards a detachment of dra- 
goons arrived from Piershill, when the crowd imme- 
diately began to disperse.—From the London Tele- 
graph, (expressed by electric telegraph) :—‘ Thurs- 
day, 2 p.m.—Our fears are fast leaving us.

Kyra v. Luewts.—This was an action for a breach of

She was the niece 
of the Rey, Richard Knill, a dissenting minister, who, 
after having devoted a considerable portion of his life 
to religious duties as a missionary, was appointed to 
the ministry of an Independent congregation at 
Wotton-under-Edge, in Gloucestershire. The de- 
fendant was also a dissenting minister, and had 
devoted a great por een of his life to the duties of a 
missionary, and he had likewise been appointed to a 
ministry at Wotton, but which, at the time this trans- 
setlon took place, he had resigned, and was living near 
¢ rashes ‘le was a man of respectability, a widower, 
and had a family of grown-up children, and was, he 
believed, possessed of considerable property, and of an 
advanced period of life, It was the custom of Miss 
Knill to visit her uncle at certain periods, and she did 
so in August, 1847. ‘There was, as might be supposed,

«Finpinc AND KerrpinG.”—A STRANGE 
Arrair.—On Tuesday last a circumstance occurred 
in Manchester which has already been talked of in 
various commercial circles; and we shall, therefore, 
give a brief narrative of it, only omitting names. On 
that day a gentleman from a neighbouring town, 
having received some payments in Manchester, had a 
roll of bank-notes in his pocket, amounting to £1200, 
which consisted of eleven notes of £100 each, and the 
remainder in smaller notes. He dined at the Star 
Hotel, in the ‘‘ Albion” room, at what is called ‘‘ the 
bleachers’ dinner.’ After dinner he was called into 
the lobby to a gentleman, on business, and walked with 
him to the front door of the hotel in Deansgate, and 
thence, by Lower King-street, to the side door of 
the house, where they parted. At this time his notes, 
which were not in any bag or pocket-book, but merely 
rolled together and thrust into his trousers pocket, 
were quite safe. He returned to the dining-room, 
where several of the gentlemen with whom he had 
dined were still assembled. With one or more of 
these he adjourned to the smoking-room, where he 
remained till about ten minutes before five o’clock, 
when, preparing to return home by railway, he missed 
his notes; and, strange to tell, they were subsequently 
found by the police in the pocket of one of the 
said gentlemen!! ‘The matter has been hushed up.

BERY OF A FEMALE NEAR CHELTENHAM.—A daring 
attempt at murder and highway robbery was made 
near Cheltenham during the night last week, The 
police were immediately apprised of the outrage, and 
the following day succeeded in apprehending the 
offender, who was brought before the magistrates on 
Saturday. From the evidence produced against him 
it appears that on the night in question he stopped 
an elderly woman, named Ann Farley, on the road 
between Cheltenham and Tewkesbury, and demanded 
her money or her life. She denied having any money, 
whereupon the ruffian discharged the contents of a 
pistol at her head. Fortunately he missed his aim, 
although some portion of the charge tore the skin off 
the side of her face. He was then proceeding to rifle 
her pockets, when approaching footsteps were heard, 
and he made off, The poor woman was conveyed home 
in a state of insensibility. When the scoundrel was 
taken a brace of loaded pistols was found in his pos- 
session, besides a quantity of powder, ball, and per- 
cussion-eaps. It was then discovered that he was a 
deserter, named William Smith, having been regularly 
advertised in the Police Gazette. Numerous witnesses 
identified him as having been seen near the scene of 
the outrage shortly before its occurrence. The prose- 
cutrix also swore positively to him. He was committed 
for trial at the assizes.

EXTRAORDINARY Discovery IN A CHURCH- 
yArp.—Mr. Bedford held an adjourned inquest, in

with it; ISeaG to get a box and bury it. It had no 
fault, and knew no sin.’’—Mr, French, surgeon, said 
the child had breathed, but it was possible it may have 
died in the birth.—The in uiry was adjourned in 
order to trace the guilty parties.

Exrraorpinary Rospery.—On Saturda 
last, as Mr, Beadon, the sitting magistrate at Wands-

The prisoner received on board a quan- 
tity of gold-dust, consigned principally to themselves, 
On Friday they received a letter from their correspon- 
dent announcing the arrival of the ship at Portsmouth, 
and another from the ship, written by the prisoner, in 
which he stated that on leaving the Gold Coast he was 
seized with the fever, which threw him into a state 
delirium, and while in that state he had ookeitede 
the gold-dust overboard. Prosecutor immediately 
despatched two of his confidential clerks to Ports- 
mouth, and on their arrival there they found the pri- 
soner had left the ship and started for London. Sa 
conduct aroused their suspicions, and they i accu 
making inquiries amongst the dealers in’ bullion, oe 
discovered that the prisoner had sold a quantity o 
gold-dust to Messrs. Emanuel, in the High- ieee 
The clerks consequently returned to London, and tha 
morning prosecutor and his son endeavoured to trace 
out the hiding-place of the prisoner. Knowing that 

© was in the habit of staying when in town at his 
brother-in-law’s, a Mr, Cooper, a surgeon, in the 
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Clapham-road, he caused a letter to be sent to that 
house directed in his name, and, as it was taken in, 
prosecutor gave such information to the police as led 
to the prisoner’s apprehension, — Police-constable 
Gibbs, 77 V, a very active officer, stated that that 
morning, at nine o’clock, he was directed by the last 
witness to watch a house op obports the Bedford Arms.

Dreapru, Suipwreck.—WReEcK oF THE 
Sure WARATAH, BOUND TO Sypngy, New Soutn 
WALESs.—Mr, Editor,—As passengers surviving from 
the wreck of the above vessel, we beg to acquaint you 
with the following particulars respecting that ill-fated 
ship :—We cleared the Lizard on the 19th of February, 
after which we encountered a succession of severe 
pele from the southward and westward. When off 

Ushant the gale increased to such violence that the 
captain found it necessary to heave the ship to under 
a close-reefed maintopsail. On Friday evening last, 
about 10p.m,, the gale became so terrific that the cap- 
tain was compelled to order the maintopsail to be 
furled. About half an hour afterwards a tremendous 
Sea struck the ship, washing overboard our much-to- 
be-lamented commander, together with the first officer, 
boatswain, seven seamen, and three boys, as nearly as 
we can at present ascertain, Immediatel after this 
dreadful catastrophe we climbed on deck thtougtt the 
cabin skylight, and perceived, to our horror, the ship 
was dismasted, and the decks swept fore and aft. 
When daylight’ dawned the pumps were sounded, and 
we found nearly six feet of water in the hold. Part 
of us instantly set to work pumping, while others were 
busily employed in clearing away the wreck. At 
about one o’olock on the same day we saw a vessel on 
the weather quarter bearing down upon us, which 
proved to be the Norwegian brig Preciosa, Captain 
Jacobsens, bound to Dartmouth to refit, in conse- 
quence of having lost her maintopmast and much 
rigging during the gale on the preceding evening. 
The captain of the above vessel, finding the awful posi- 
tion we were placed in, very considerately offered us 
all the assistance in his power, and, although the sea 
was then running very high, lowered a boat and took 
us on board; but in doing 80, on account of the heavy 
swell, the boat struck his vessel’s side, and was con- 
sequently rendered unfit to return again to the wreck 
that afternoon. The day was too far advanced to 
lower another boat, and Captain Jacobsens then de- 
cided on laying to all night, hoping that the weather 
would moderate to enable him to rescue the remainder 
of the passengers and crew on the following day; but, 
much to our disappointment, it blew harder than it 
did on the previous day ; but, not at all daunted, Cap- 
tain Jacobsens’ anxiety being 80 great, at daylight he 
ordered another boat to be lowered, which twice broke 
adrift, perilling the lives of his seamen, who were pro- 
videntially saved by ‘‘life lines,” but his boat was 
completely lost. The captain had now only one boat 
left, and determined to wait by the wreck another 
day, still in the hope of saving our fellow- sufferers, 
but his vessel and his crew being so disabled, and the 
sea continuing to run very high, he found it utterly 
impossible to render any further assistance, having 
kept in company with the wreck forty-eight hours, 
He deemed it prudent to again speak her, to give the 
second mate the latitude (40 deg. 26) and longitude 
(7 deg. 31 W.) and his course KE. by N., and then 
made all sail for Dartmouth. The great kindness 
shown us, and the interest felt by Captain Jabobseng 
and his officers for those left on board the wreck, will

THE PRISON OF CHILLON. 


“The main interest of the place is, of course, cen- 
tred in the line of prison vaults beneath the castle, 
and about on a line with the level of the lake. They 
are very extensive, and succeed one another like a 
‘ suite of apartments. There is first an entrance-room ; 
$ secondly, a guard-room ; thirdly, a small cell, in which 
is a stone on which it is believed that executions took 
place; fourthly, an apartment crossed by a beam, on 
which death by hanging was inflicted, and opposite to 
which beam is a niche, once containing an image of 
the Virgin, for the dying and priest-deluded sufferer to 
gaze on in his last agonies; fifthly, one enters into the 
large vaulted prison supported by pillars, and sup- 
posed by its marks ad construction to have been 
divided into cells, 

“Into this prison the sun shone brightly as we tra- 
versed it this day. The truth will not allow me to say 
that, for a prison of the middle ages, and i compa- 
rison with the average of such places of incarceration, 
it is of a gloomy character. The size and the absence 
of extreme darkness precludes it from being numbered 
among the more hideous and horrible class of such 
places of confinement. The back part is hewn out of 
the natural rock, and left in its rough state. The iron 
rings to which prisoners were attached remain on 
three out of the seven pillars. On one of these Lord 
Byron has cut his name in small plain letters on the 
stone. : : 

“The whole range of apartments including that 
last described, and the four others leading to it, is, 
according tu my measurement, about ninety yards. 

‘« Independent of the beautiful and renowned poem 
which has led such multitudes to view these precincts, 
the Castle of Chillon is amply worthy of.attention and 
leisurely investigation ; while, both considered in a 

lena religious view, its history is of a very ar- 
resting und impressive character. It was for many 
years the scene of a severe contest between the feudal 
absolutism of the Dukes of Savoy and the republican 
energies of the Swiss: while, under the ancient per- 
> secuting regimen of Savoy (still continued in the 
¢ gpirit of the Popish Sardinian Government), this very 
3° castle was made a place of that inquisition, and tor- 
; ture, and bloodshed, which the champions of the Re.

‘‘ The siege commenced on the 20th of March, and 
from that day, for sixty days, was a constant repe- 
tition of assaults, the bursting of mines, and the 
breaching of the old and crumbling walls. ; 

‘* At length Buonaparte, conscious that his character 
was sinking, that he was hourly exposed to Egyptian 
insurrection, that the tribes of the Desert were ar- 
riving, and that every day increased the peril of an 
attack on his rear by an army from Constantinople, 
resolved to risk all upon a final assault. After fifty 
days of open trenches, the Turkish flotilla had been 
seen from the walls. The rest deserves to be told only 
in the languge of their gallant defender :—~ 

‘* The constant fire of the besiegers was suddenly 
increased tenfold. Our flanking fire from afloat was, 
as usual, plied to the utmost, bat with less effect than 
heretofore, as the enemy had thrown up epaulements 
of sufficient thickness to protect them from the fire. 
The French advanced, and their standard was seen at 
daylight on the outer angle of the town, which they 
had assaulted. Hassan Bey’s troops were preparing 
to land, but their boats were still only halfway to the 
shore.’ 

“Tt was at this moment that the spirit and talents 
of Sir Sidney had their full effect. If he had continued 
to depend on the fire of his boats, the place would 
have been taken, The French were already masters 
ofa part of the works, and they would probably have 
rushed into the town before the troops of Hassan Bey 
could have reached the shore. 

¢T his,’ says the despatch, ‘was a most critical 
point, and an effort was made to. preserve the place 
until their arrival. I accordingly landed the boats at 
the mole, and took the crews up to the breach, armed 
with pikes. The enthusiastic gratitude of the Turks, 


men, women, and children, at the sight of such a § 


reinforcement, at such a time, is not to be described; 
many fugitives returned with us to the breach, which 
we found defended by a few brave Turks, whose most 
destructive weapons were heavy stones. 

‘*< Djezzar Pasha, hearing that the English were on 
the breach, quitted his station, where, according to 
ancient Turkish custom, he was sitting, to reward such 
a8 should bring him the heads of the enemy, and dis- 
tributing musket cartridges with his own hands. The 
energetic old man, coming behind us, pulled us down 
with violence, saying, that if auything happened to 
hia English friends all was lost. 

“© sortie was. now proposed by Sir Sidney, but the 
Turkish regiment which made it was repulsed. A new 
breach was made, and it was evident that a new 
assault in superior force was intended, 

‘*¢ Buonaparte, with a group of generals, was seen on 
Coeur-de-Lion’s Mount, and by his. gesticulation, and 
his. despatching an aide-de-camp to the camp, he 
showed that he only waited for a reinforcement. A 
little before sunset a massive column was seen ad- 
vancing to the breach with solemn ste .” The Pasha 
now reverted to his native style of fighting, and with 
capital effect. ‘ His idea was, not to. defend the breach 
this time, but to let a certain number in, and then 
close with them, according to the Turkish mode of 
war. The column thus mounted the breach unmo- 
lested, and descended from the rampart into the 
Pasha's garden, where, in a very few minutes, the 
most advanced among them lay headless; the sabre, 
with, the addition of a dagger in the other hand, 
proving more than a match fox the bayonet. In this 
attack, General Lannes, commanding the assault, was 
wounded, and General Rambaut, with a hundred and 
fifty men, was killed. The rest retreated precipitately ,

CROCHET. 
WHEEL D’OYLEY. 
Raworth’s crochet thread No, 30, and small steel 
crochet, 

Make a chain of 10 stitches, unite it, and work 
a stitch of double crochet into every loop, é 

Ist round,—Work a long stitch and 3 chain 
alternately into every loop, 

2nd round.—Double crochet into every loop. 

3rd round.— Work 2 long stitches into one loop 
(a), make 8 chain, miss 3, and work 2 long into 
the fourth loop, make 5 chain, and work 2 long 
into the next loop; repeat from (a). 

4th round.—Worka stitch of double crochet into 
the centre stitch of the 3 chain in last round, work 
a Jong stitch and 3 chain alternately till 5 long are 
done under the 5 chain in last round; repeat. 

5th round.— Work a chain stitch into every loop. 

Work nine of these wheels separately, then take 
one of them, and add the following rounds :— 

6th round.—Work 3 long stitches, the second 
over the third of the 6 long in fourth round (4), 3 
chain, miss 3; repeat from (6), twice more make 
83 chain, and repeat. 

7th round.— Work 7 long the third over the first 
of the 8 in last round (ce), 3 chain, miss 3; repeat 
from (c) once more 3 chain ; repeat. 

8th round.—Work 9 long the second on the first 
of 7 in last round, 8 chain, miss 4, 3 chain; repeat. 

9th round,— Work 11 long stitches with a chain 
stitch between each, the second on the first of the 
9 in last round, 3 chain; repeat, 

Sew the other eight wheels over the long stitches 
as shown in the design, and unite them in follow- 
ing manner :—Place the thread between your first 
finger and the wrong side of the D’Oyley, make 
chains of eight stitches and unite the wheels as 
shown in design, cut off the thread and fasten it 
very securely on the wrong side, damp all the 
wheels, and iron them into shape before sewing 
them on. 


ORNAMENTAL BASKET. 
Ivory hook, half-ounce of shaded Berlin wool, 

Make a chain of 20 stitches. 

Ist round.—l1 long in first stitch in foundation, 
1 chain, continue to the last stitch of the founda- 
tion chain in single open crochet, and make 4 long 
in the 1 loop, working a chain stitch between each ;

Marabouts, either white or coloured, have @ very 
pretty effect when disposed in the style called a 
I’ Italienne, that is to say, fixed on each side of the 
head, so as to droop and curl round the plait or 
twists of hair. : 

The simplicity which at present prevails in the 
style of dressing the hair Gas not extend to the 
trimming of ball dresses, Never, at any former 
time, were jupes adorned with such a profusion of 
pompons, rosettes of ribbon, flowers, blonde, and 
lace. The garniture of the first jupe ascends to 
the height of the knee, then over it are the second 
and third jupes, each highly trimmed; the orna- 
ments of the third jupe terminating only at the 
waist. 

For young ladies this profusion of trimming is 
usually dispensed with, <A very pretty juvenile 
ball dress may be composed of asilk slip of blue, 
pink, or any colour effective by nightlight, This 
slip may be covered by two or three jupes of 
plonde of the same colour, haying no other orna- 
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ment than bows of satin ribbon, serving to fasten 
the upper jupe in festoons at each side, Another 
very pretty style of ball dresses for young ladies 
is a double skirt of blue, pink, or white taffety ; 
the upper jupe being ornamented with bows in the 
style above mentioned. These taffety dresses may 
have berthes of the same, edged with fringe, or 
with quillings of satin ribbon, 

The most fashionable evening headdresses are of 
velvet, or of lamé, either gold or silver, They are 
ornamented with feathers, which, it must be con- 
fessed, accord better with velvet than with any 
other material. Velvet and pearls are also ex- 
ceedingly beautiful in combination, and nothing is 
more fashionable. We have observed many head- 
dresses of black velvet and pearls, in the Marie 
Stuart form. ‘They are very becoming and ex- 
ceedingly appropriate to the opera or theatres. 
Velvet coiffures frequently consist merely of a tor- 
sade of velvet embroidered with gold, and trimmed 
with small white or pink feathers waving towards 
the back of the head. Another coiffure, dis- 
tinguished for its classic elegance, consists of three 
bands of velvet, embroidered with gold, worn on 
the fore part of the head, and finished by a few 
tétes de plumes on one side. 

For dinner or demi full dress, small caps are 
preferred to any other kind of coiffure. They are 
made of lace or blonde, white or black, and some- 
times of both intermingled together, Flowers in 
the various shades of pink and red are the most 
suitable ornaments for these caps. 

If we may venture to allude to spring fashions 
at the present early period of the season, it will be 
to say a word or two on the subject of bonnets, 
Velvet is beginning to be too heavy; and, aecord~ 
ingly, many ladies have already laid aside their 
velvet bonnets, and have replaced them by bonnets 
of dark-coloured satin, lined with pink, blue, or 
cerise, With these bonnets a small veil of black 
lace or blonde is invariably worn, For young 
ladies bonnets of quilted satin or drawn silk pro- 
mise to be the prevailing styles for the ensuing 
spring. Dark colours, together with the various 
shades of fawn and drab, may be employed for 
these bonnets. They may be lined with pink, 
blue, or maize colour silk or yagi velvet; and 
the outside trimming may be fancy ribbon or bands 
of therry velvet.

and the sparkling overture loudly eneored. Madame 
Persiani received her meed of welcome, but Alboni 
was most rapturously greeted, Nothing can be con- 
ceived to surpass Persiani’s brilliant vocaliz ; 
“‘Come dolce all’arma.”” Alboni sang her opening 
scena very beautifully. The duo was also delightfully 
rendered. Polonini sang carefully and well, The 
entire opera was admirably performed, and as cor- 
dially received, 


To speak in praise of the orchestra—so ably con- 
ducted by Costa—is almost unnecessary; Jsurope 


(and, therefore, the world) cannot find its equal for 


Precision, delicacy, and power. The chorus, greatly ¢ the Marl of Munster, 
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augmented, were admirably drilled, and largely as- 
sisted the general delight of the evening. The opera 
was admirably presented—the scenery, dresses, and 
accessories tending to make a complete ensemble. 

At the end of the opera the national anthem was 
sung, and received with the utmost enthusiasm. The’ 
ballet—a new one by Appiani, the music by Biletta— 
“La Reine des Deux-Follets,” brought forth the 
great favourite, Flora Fabbri; a new danseuse from 
Vienna, Mile, Brussi; and Monsieur Silvain. 

The ballet was an exceedingly pleasing one. The 
music is clever and appropriate; and the scenery beau- 
tiful. ‘Vollette and the Fire Flies,” with the dancing 
of the graceful and ‘agile Flora Fabbri and her com- 
peers, was completely successful, 

The house was completely crammed, and all appeared 
delighted at the great treat afforded by the new ma- 
nagement.
